Incarcerated In YUgo8la*'la, and the author of 
“The New Class, “) Duhar stated that Eranlslav 
Hovakovic, Deputy Director, Y\igosiav Information 
Center, New York City, mentioned that one of the 
actors that participated in the show Is v/lth the 
Jan Hus Company, and Nov?Jcovlc was attempting to 
ascertain this actor's nan.e. Duhar then stated 
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"this thing i/I not finished*' and that they "are 
continually working on CBS" (Coluabla Broadcaatlng 
System, on whose network the show In ..question 
appeared}. IXihar continued, "We have soaisthlng 
coming up next v*ee!c. We* re not lylrig dovm, Vs 're 
not letting tha'n get away with unfactual aaterlal/' 
IXihar mentioned that Djilas did not meet Tito In 
193^/ but in 1937# and that they were hover In 
Jail together. luhar then stated that CBS is 
extremely embarrassed over the whole situation as 
CBS now realizes "that somebody put somathing over 
on them," 



Hajnrih was of the opinion that Leo Kates, 
yugoralay.:tobdBpa<ioi'i .to the' United Stttesi should take 
some action with regard to the show, 

Hajnrih stated that on the evening of 
February 6 , 1958# that BrileJ and Joza VUfan, 
Secretary General to Tito, attended a show, .!!TlUftl 
of- Itoitrl fCaramakov/ and ' lhat one of tho 
actors in the latter show also was In the Djilas 
show, Hajnrih then stated that DrlleJ and hlfin 
were invited to the lattor show by one of VUfan' s 
friends who had a part in the latter show.

IXihar stated tliDt xf she were in a position 
to do so, she would sue CB.S, the Anaatrons Cork 
Company (sponsor of the chow), and the publliher of 
the book "The New Class," IXihar stated that what 
irritates her is the "Arthur Miller thing, ' In

Duhar stated that she could not understand 
why the Yugoslavs have not pretested regarding 
this show, Regarding the imknown actor who appeared 
in both the play and the television show, Duhar 
stated that it would be an easy matter to ascertain 
hie identity by merely calling CBS.
